The Egyptian Conference after a bnei 


sessiuu, adjourned blue die on Satuiduy, 
without arriving ut any 
agreement 


This is regarded as tantamount to disso- 
lution. After the adjournment of the 
Egyptian Conference a unaeting of the 
Cabinet was held to discuss the result, 
aud in the Commons Saturday alter- 
noon Gladstone announced the failure 
of the Egyptian Conference to amve at 
any conclusion. He stud the delegates 
were uuanimons in their views respect- 
ing prospective changes in Egypt and the 
necessity of a fresh loan; but England 
and France differed irreconcilably re- 
specting the charges and receipts. 
Ernnce refused to assent to any dionu- 
nution of the dividends payable under 
the law of liquidation. 
England was 


not able to accept any plan which did 
not provide for necessary changes of 
the administration. The French plan 
would have entailed financial confusion 
in Egypt. He expressed a hope that the 
idea that the Government had ever pro- 
posed to constitute an international con- 
trol similar to the dual control might be 
altogether dismissed. The Government 
was unable to carry* it oat, consideiing 
the plan incompatible with a just and 
moderate, though firm, government of 
Egypt. The conference has adjourned 
indefinitely and the Government has no 
proposals as yet to submit to the House. 
The Anglo-French agreement has ceased 
to be iu force, and England's 
responsi- 


bility in Egypt has been greatly in- 
creased. 


John Kelly's paper, the Star, says: 


"We fancy it will be a long time before 
Dam Manning is the power behind the 
Presidential throne."

Hand n. Trots a Mile ln»:O9 3.41 at 


tl»e Cleveland Driving Park. 


CLETELAND, Aug 2. — This has been a 


great day at the driving park. On ac- 
count of the rain interfering with the 
programme of the week, the sport be- 
gan at 11 this morning and continued 
without interruption until 5, when all 
the races were finished. The attend- 
anoe was large, the weather pleasant, 
excepting a short shower at 1 o'clock. 
The track was good. At half-past 4, 
between the heats of the pacing race of 
the 2:37 class, Maud S. was brought on 
the track and after a little warming np, 
William Blair the driver, nodded for a 
start and gave the mare her head, She 
strode off in the smoothest conceivable 
manner, unattended by any horse to 
urge her along, and made the entire cir- 
cuit like a perfect working machine 
without a skip. She passed the first 
quarter in 0:32%, the half milem 1:04% 
the three-quarter post in 1 36%, tL^ full 
mile time being givon as 2.09%. Three 
gentlemen timed her in the judges' 
stand. Davis Bonner, of New York, 
made her time 2.09%; \V. B. Fasig, 
Secretary of the Cleveland Driving Park 
made it 2. 09 3-5; J. Cummings, Presi- 
dent of the Toledo Driving Park, made 
it 2.09%, Several watches in the boxes 
opposite the judges' stand maiked the 
time 2.09%, President Edwards an- 
nounced the t\rne as the best on record. 
The track was estimated from a second 
and a half to two seconds slower than 
the Providence track. 
The great crowd 


of spectators went wild with enthusi- 
asm when the more crossed the score, 
and again when the time was bulletined, 
showing all previous- records beaten, 
and that the handsome mare had made 
the fastest mils ever trotted.

"Few people realize the fact," said a 


clerk of one of the Senate committees 
to a Washington correspondent, " that 
a Senator no longer has the franking 
privilege, or else it must be that no one 
thinks it worth while to enclose a post- 
age stamp when writing to a member of 
Congressmen private business 
You see 


that pile of letters--there ore 114 of 
them, I have used up nearly $4 worth 
of stamps in getting them ready for tho 
mails. Each letter in that batch is an 
answer to some request made by Sena- 
tor 
's constituents. He receives 


between seventy-five and a bundled let- 
teis daily, and never fails to answer 
every one of them 
These letters con- 


tain all soits of jequests. Here is one 
asking for the Senator's photograph. 
Here is another from a man who wants 
to be a laihvay mail clerk. This is fiom 
in old fellow who wants the records 
seaiched; he has forgotten the names of 
the officers of his company, and he wants 
i pension. This one wanted a whole 
encyclopedia of information. 
The post- 


>ge on the reply was fourteen cents. Hi-re 
is u letter from a country doctor who 
isks foi a whole set of the 'Medical and 
Suigical History of the War." Out of 
the 114 to which I have just mailed re- 
plies only two contained stumps for re- 
.uru postaga. When Jim Belford made 
the statement on the floor of the House 
;o the effect that his entire salary was 
consumed in paying postage he stretched 
the trath of course. But ho came very 
much nearer to that jewel than any one 
outside of Congress gave biin credit for. 
It is a fact that the average Senator is 
•ompelled tp pay out of bis own pooket 
rom $700 to $1,000 a year for postage 
ou letters in replying to communications 
rom constituents. Some pay out even 
uore than tne largest figuies. I don't 
snow much about Senator Logan's pri- 
vate affairs, but I do kuow that he em- 
iloys two or three clerks besides the 
one assigned to his committee, and he 
ceeps them all busy. I suppose Sena- 
ior Logan receives more 'soldier mail' 
Jhan any five members of the House or 
Senate put together, and no soldier ever 
wiote to the General without receiving 


reply—providing, of course, he sent 


lis name and address, which many of 
hem forget to do. It is a sigbt to visit 
jogan's headquarters on Twelfth street.

,nd office you will find the General and 
klrs. Logan.surronnded by a few friends 
md a whole /museum of 
American 


urius, mostly Indian relics, blankets, 
wampum, pottery and such like kaick- 
n'aoks. They make every one welcome 
,nd Mrs. Logan is a charming hostess. 
u the room just back yon will usually 
ind three young men bnsy with type- 
writer and pen, transcribing, from sten- 
'graphio notes, answers to the Senator's 
olnmiuouB mail. The salary of a Sen- 
tor is $5,000. It costs him at least 
11,600 to $2,000 a year to attend to hia 
correspondence, and board bills are fear- 
ully high here. That's the reason why

enator or member ot Congress should 
nolose 'a stamp for reply' or stop 
riling."

Political Outlook. 


Hon. Aaron A. Sargent, ex-Minister 


to Berlin and the patriotic defender of 
that king of beasts, the American hog, 
passed through on the west-bound train 
Monday evening, accompanied by his 
wife. He looked none the worse for his 
tussel \rith Bismarck, and bore with 
modesty the honors of his victory. The 
train having been delayed here for sev- 
eral honrs a JOUBNAI reporter embraced 
the opportunity to inquire his views as 
to the political outlook. 


"The outlook is good," said Mr. 


Sargent. 
"It coxild hardly look better. 


The same character of reports come 
from every quarter, of an enthusiastic 
and united Republican party on the one 
hand and a dissatisfied and disrupted 
Democracy on the other. The discon- 
tent in the Democratic ranks is some- 
thing unprecedented, and more particu- 
larly among tho Irish. They have at 
last awakened to the fact that the De- 
mocracy only cares for them, so far as 
it can use them, and that the principles 
of the Republican party are really in 
their interests. I regard it as a good 
sign for the country when questions of 
nationality promise to be eliminated 
from our politics and every man, no 
matter whoro ho was horn, votes ac- 
cording to the dictates of his individual 
judgment and conscience." 


"How about New York?" 
"I think there is no doubt but that 


New York will go for Blaine by a hand- 
some majority. There tho Irish revolt 
is strongest, and some politicians who 
are unusually shrewd guessers believe 
that Blaine will even carry the city, 
Cleveland's vetoes have made him ex- 
ceedingly unpopular with the working- 
men who are bitteily opposing him. 
Then these charges against his moral 
character, whether true or false, are 
working him great injury in the country, 
and his failure to reply to them is con- 
strued into an admission of their truth, 
or at least a confession ol the weakness 
of his defense. 
Such charges are very 


seriously regarded in old settled com- 
munities iu the East where purity of 
character is esteemed above political or 
business success. On tho other hand 
Blaine is noted for the purity of his 
private life and his domestic virtues. 
He is devotedly attached to his estim- 
able family and is a model husband and 
father," 


" The Democrats are having a hard 


task in trying to harmonize Cleveland's 
vetoes with their alleged anti-monopoly 
principles " suggested the repoiter. 


" Ye1,," said Mr. Sargent laughing, 


" and here is a funny feature of tho bus- 
iness. They profess groat admiration 
for Thurman, because of his bill to com- 
pel the Pacific Railroads Jto pio\ido a 
sinking fund for their indebtedness to 
the Government. 
Now under 
their 


charter this iudebtedness is not clue for 
fifteen or twenty years, and it was con- 
tended by the opponents of the bill, that 
the Government had not the power or 
the right to cripple them in the mean- 
time by leclncing their available re- 
sources throiigh the proposed sinking 
fund scheme. They claimed that the 
proposed interference was an infringe- 
ment of their vested rights and tho im- 
pairment of tho obligations of a contract. 
The bill passed, arid as you have probably 
observed, the Union Pacific has now 
ceased paying dividends and is compelled 
to tuin till of its not earnings into the 
sinking fund. Tho Supreme Court of 
the United States has, decided that the 
legislative power that creates has al&o 
the power to regulate and control, and 
this has been claimed by tho Democracy 
to be the sentiment 
of its party. 


But Cleveland is nominated, holding 
views diametrically opposed to those 
which have given Thuvman his popular- 
ity, and immediately the Democratic ad- 
miration is switched over to Cleveland 
who is now exalted as a statesman and 
ana-monopolist."

ity. 
"VYe believe his eminent service 


are entitled to and will receive th 
hearty approval of every citizen. 


It is the first duty of a good Govern 


ment to protect the rights and promot 
the interests of its own peoplo, Th 
largest diversity of industry* is inos 
productive of general prosperity am 
the comfort aud independence of th 
people, the taxpayers, without injurm; 
the laborer or the great productive in 
terests of thecouutiy. 


We recognize the importance of shee 


husbandry in the United States, th 
serious depression which it is now ex 
perieucing, and the danger threutemu{ 
its future prosperity, aud we theiefoi 
respect the demands of the represeutu 
tives of this important agricultural in 
terest for the readjustment of the dutj 
upon foreign wool, in order that sue! 
industry shall have full and adequut 
protection. AVe therefore demand tha 
thu imposition of duties on foreign im 
ports shall be made not for tevenui 
only, but that in raising the requisite 
revenue for the Government suoh du 
ties shall be so levied as to afford seen 
rity to our diversified industries anc 
protection to the rights and wages o 
the laborer, to the end that active anc 
intelligent labor, as well as capital 
may have its just reward, and thelaboi 
ing man his full share 111 the nafiono 
prosperity. 


Against the so-called economic sj stern 


of the Democratic party, which woulc 
degrade our labor to the foreign sttuui 
ard, we enter our earnest protest, Tin 
Democratic party has failed completely 
to relieve the people of the burden o 
unnecessary taxation by a wise redno 
tiou of the surplus. 
The Republican 


patty pledges itself to correct the irreg 
ulnnties of the tariff and reduce the 
Bar plus, not by the vicious and mdis- 
cniiiinate process of horizontal reduc 
tion, bat by such methods as wil 
relieve the taxpayer without injuring 
the laborer or the great productive in 
terests of the country. The Republican 
party favors a policy which shall keep 
us from entangling alliances with for 
eign nations and which gives us the 
rtght 10 expect that foreign nations 
shall refrain from meddling in Ameri- 
can affairs. 
The policy which seeks 


peace can trade with all Powers, but es- 
pecially with those of the Western 
Hemisphere. 


We demand the restoration of our 


navy to its old-time strength and effi 
oiency, that it may in any sea protec 
the rights of American citizens and the 
interests of American commerce, auc 
we call upon Congress to remove the 
burdens under which American ship- 
ping has been depressed, so that it may 
again be true that we have a commeice. 


It is the duty of Congress to enact 


suoh laws as shall promptly and effect- 
ually suppress the system of polygamy 
within our Territories, and divorce the 
political from the ecclesiastical power 
of the so-called Mormon Church, nad 
that the laws so enacted should be rig- 
idly enforced by the civil authorities, 
possible, and by the military, if need 
be. 


The people of the United States, i 


their organized capacity, constitute a 
nation and not a mere confederacy ol 
States. The National Government is 
supreme within the spbeie of its ua- 
tvoiial duty, but the States have reserved 
righU which should be faithfully main- 
tained. 


We have always recommended the 


best money known to the civilized world, 
and we nrge that efforts should be made 
to unite all the commercia1 nations in 
the establishment o£ an international 
standard, which shall fix for all the lola- 
tive value of gold and silver coinage. 


The regulations ol commerce with 


foreign nations and between the States 
is one of the most important preroga- 
tives of the general Government, and 
the Republican party distinctly an- 
nounces its purpose to support such 
legislation as will fully and efficiently 
carry out the constitutional power of 
Congress over interstate commerce. 


The principle of the public regulation 


of railroad corporations is a wise and 
salutary one for the protection of all 
classes of the peoplo, and we favor leg- 
islation that shall prevent unjust dis- 
crimination and excessive charges for 
transportation, and that shall secure to 
the people and the railways alike the 
lair and equal protection of the laws. 


We favor the establishment of a na- 
tional bureau of labor, the enforcement 
«f the eight-hour law, and a,wise and 
judicious system of general education 
by adequate appropriations from the 
national revenue where the same is 
needed. 


We believe that ewywbera the pro- 


tection accorded to citizens of American 
birth muit be secured to citizens by 
American adoption, and wo favor the 


settlement of national differences by 
international arbitration. 


The Republican party, having its 


birth in a hatred of slave labor and a 
desire that all men may be truly free 
and equal, is unalterably opposed to 
placing our workingmen in competition 
with any form of servile labor, whether 
at home or abroad. In this spirit we 
denounce the importation of contract 
labor, whether from Europe or Asia, as 
an offense against the spirit of American 
institutions,,and we pledge ourselves to 
sustain the present law restricting 
Chinese immigration and to provide 
such further legislation as is necessary 
to carry out its purposes. 


.The reform of the civil service aus- 


piciously begun under Republican ad 
ministration should be completed by the 
further extension of the reform system 
already established by law to all grades 
of the service to which it is applicable. 
The spirit and purpose of the reform 
should be observed in all executive ap- 
pointments and all laws at variance 
with the object of existing reform legis 
lalion should be repealed, to the end 
that the dangers to free institutions 
which lurk in the power of official pat- 
ronage may be wisely and effectively 
avoided. 


The public lands are a heritage of the 


people of the United States and should 
be reserved, as far as possible, for small 
holdings by actual settlers. We are op- 
posed to the acquisition of large tracts 
of these lands by corporations or indi- 
viduals, especially where such hold- 
ings are in the hands of non-resident 
aliens, and we will endeavor to obtain 
such legislation as will tend to correct 
this evil. We demand of Congress the 
speedy forfeiture of all laud grants 
which have lapsed by reason of non- 
compliance with the acts of incorpora- 
tion, in all cases where there has been 
no attempt in good faith to perform the 
conditions of such grants. 


The perpetuity of our institutions 


rests upon the maintaining of a free 
ballot, honest count and correct returns, 
We denounce the fraud and violence 
practiced by the Democratic party in 
the Southern States, by which the will 
of the voter is defeated, as dangerous to 
thu preservation of our free institutions, 
-.ad we solemnly arraign the Demo- 
cratic party as being the guilty recipient 
of the fruits of such fraud and violence. 
We extend to the Republicans of the 
South, regardless of their former party 
affiliations, our cordial sympathy, and 
pledge to them our most earnest efforts 
to promote tue passage of such legisla- 
tion ns will secure to every citizen ol 
whatever race and color the full and 
complete recognition, possession and 
exeicise of his civil and political rights. 


Appointments by the President to 


offiotib in the Territories should be 
made t'rom bona fide citizens and resi- 
dents of the Territories wherein they 
are to serve. 


The grateful thanks of the American 


paople are due to the Union soldiers 
and sailors of the late war, and the Re- 
piiblioan party stands pledged to provide 
suitable pension foi all who weio dis- 
abled and for the widows and orphans 
of those who died in the war. The Re- 
publican party also pledges itself to the 
repeal of the limitation contained in the 
Arrears of Pensions Act of 1879, so that 
all invalid soldiers shall share alike and 
their pensions begin within the date of 
disability or discharge and not with the 
date of thu application.
